And, please, girls, forget the scented 
stationery—it has no lure! 


TODAY the returned Serviceman and 
woman is given preference in the matter 
of employment, and rightly so. The mere 
statement of having been in the Armed 
Forces and receiving an Honorable Dis- 
charge will assure the reading of a letter, 
so it is unnecessary to go into verbose de- 
tail as to length of service and battlefield 
experiences. It is essential, however, that 
every applicant have some education, ex- 
perience, or talent for the work for which 
he is applying. Otherwise expect disap- 
pointment. Employers are more than glad 
to answer lIetters of inquiry relative to 
postwar work, and no Serviceman, or 
civilian, for that matter, need feel any 
hesitancy in asking for information. 

The Serviceman need not enclose a 
stamped, self-addressed envelope for a re- 
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ply. but the civilian will find this gesturc 
appreciated. It is not a matter of the slight 
expense of the stamp and envelope, but 
rather, the thoughtfulness that impresses.

REPORTER TO PRESIDENT 
TRUMAN WINS FIRST PLACE 


Jack Romagna wins Trophy, triumphing over more than 
30,000 shorthand writers in the O. G. A. Contest this year 


FLORENCE ELAINE ULRICH 


HEN it became apparent that First 
W rise: in the Annual O. G. A. Con- 

test was won by Jack Romagna, 
the White House Official Reporter, I took 
a flying trip to Washington to see at first 
hand how such beautiful shorthand is put 
to use in reporting the President—and to 
tell you about it. I was curious (as | 
knew you would be) to know whether his 
notes written under the high 
speed would differ greatly from the speci- 
men submitted in the Contest. 


stress of 


I wAs permitted to observe Mr, Ro- 
magna in action at a White House Press 
Conference. | confess to holding my breath 
as I watched his pen race across the pages 
of his notebook, recording the questions 
fired at the President from the 
more press correspondents and the Presi- 
dent’s keen, and sometimes witty, an- 
swers. The President speaks fluently and 
rapidly. At the end of that trigger-fast 
workout, Mr. Romagna picked up _ his 
notebook and left the Conference Room as 
cool and calm as though he had just taken 
a letter in the course of answering a day’s 
mail! 

Even the applause was recorded in his 
notes. The shorthand was perfectly legible, 
and could easily be read by any writer of 
the system. I had the privilege of seeing 
one of his notebooks, containing extem- 
poraneous speeches made at the Potsdam 
Conference. I could have read from the 
pages quite as fluently as from a printed 
transcript!

SUCH is the style of shorthand written 
by our First-Place Winner in the O. G. A. 
Contest even when he is reporting at a 
breath-taking speed. Mr. Romagna won 
Honorable Mention in the 1944 Contest 
(He was reporting President Roosevelt 
then.) He holds the Diamond Medal for 200 
words a minute, and is now waiting for 
the opportunity to take the 220-word test 


Ile has been practicing the O. G. A. since 
1927, having won his Membership Cer- 
tificate at that time, Incidentally, every 
word that the late President publicly ut- 
tered, while Mr. Romagna served him as 
reporter, is preserved in shorthand in the 
national archives at Washington. 


I DON'T believe it—but I’m very happy, 
and I go around in circles saying, ‘Good 
Heavens, I did it—I made it—I won it at 
last!’ I take this as a wonderful compli- 
ment.” So wrote Mr. Romagna in re- 
sponse to the letter announcing his award. 
We have had many occasions to be proud 
of the young men and women who have 
previously won first place; we are equally 
proud of the fine performance of this year’s 
winner. Congratulations! 

Nearly 31,000 shorthand writers took 
part in the Contest this year, Contestants 
entered from all parts of the world, mak- 
ing this year’s event typical of those that 
were held prior to the War. Entries from 
hitherto occupied zones were sometimes 
accompanied by amazing and heartbreak- 
ing tales of suffering and hardships en- 
dured; but more often than not, the writer 
revealed that as soon as it became known 
that he could write shorthand, he would 
he given preferential treatment. Stenogra- 
phers were at a premium. 


BEAUTIFUL specimens of shorthand 
were received from the British Isles—many 
from writers in the Negus-Premier Schools 
in England, including one from the Prin- 
cipal, Mr. Negus, himself. Gallant little 
Cyprus, Norway, Egypt, Argentina, Brit- 
ish Guiana, Panama, the Virgin Islands 
the British West Indies, Puerto Rico, the 
Canal Zone, Alaska, the Hawaiian Islands, 
the Philippines, to name but a few distant 
lands, were all represented in the entries. 

The winner of Second Place, Pauline 
Poteet, writes a remarkably accurate style. 
Her notes are small and fluent. A few out- 
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lines suffered from hesitancy in exccution, 
but having acquired such a high degree of 
accuracy, Miss Poteet need only let her- 
self go—write a little more boldly and 
confidently—to give to her style the finesse 
characteristic of the expert writers of the 
system. 

Miss Poteet gives much credit to her 
teacher, Mr. Willard Rude, of the Okla- 
homa Agricultural and Mechanical Col- 
lege, who has trained hundreds 
of excellent shorthand writers 
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Second Place was won by Miss Ethel 
{cCormack. Fresno Technical School, 
Fresno, California, another brilliant teach- 


er of shorthand. Miss McCormack has 
been known to us for some time for the 
excellent work she does in training short- 
hand writers. This year she submitted a 
team of 34 in the O. G. A. Contest that 
captured a Prize-School Banner with a

we have ever held! Good work! 


A GOOD style is the “key” 
to proficiency in shorthand 
teaching as well as in writing shorthand 
as a reporter or stenographer. Students 
must be taught to write good notes and 
be observant in their practice. At no 
time should dictation be so slow as to per- 
mit the drawing of outlines. The short- 
hand teacher who can write an expert 
style himself at a fair rate of speed will 
be able more quickly to focus students’ at- 
tention on good notes and speed develop- 
ment. 
Lively interest was manifest in the 
Teachers’ Division of the Contest. A con- 
siderable number of teachers submitted 
their own notes with the students’ entrics. 


FIRST Place was won by 
Stoker, of Sheffield, England, who writes 
a highly artistic and practical style. We 
can imagine that her blackboard demon- 
strations must be an inspiration and a joy 
to her pupils as well as a source of satis- 
faction to her. Congratulations!

Ninth Place in the 1945 Con- pad 
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won First Place in the High School and 
College Division of the Contest with a 
team of 112 students, who made the score 
of 81.75. 

It is interesting to note that most of the 
students of Fresno Technical School take

September. At the time this is being writ- 
ten the majority of students have 
passed the 80-word shorthand speed test;

The cricket, katydid, and the grasshopper carry vio- 
lins tucked under their wings. The cricket is that 
troubadour of the grass blades who tunes up his fiddle 
for both love and martial music. Sad to relate, how- 
ever, only the male cricket is musical. A lady cricket 
serves only as the audience, a most receptive audience 
that often is carried away by sentimental tunes. 

If you can discover a cricket fiddling, you will notice 
that he raises his wing covers above his body and rubs 
them rapidly together. Then you will hear the cricket’s 
familiar chirping. The wing covers of the male cricket 
are larger than those of his lady, and if you examine 
them you'll find a heavy ridge cut like a file near the 
base of the wing cover. 

The scraping of the file of one wing cover against 
the other produces the sound. The wing covers are 
splendid sounding boards, and they quiver with the 
vibration of every note. So compelling is this love 
music, that the cricket never goes in search of his lady. 
She comes to him. 

Many of Nature’s musicians play as they please, 
with no thought to the music of their fellow musicians. 
The tree crickets, on the contrary, seem to realize that 
they are part of a tree-cricket orchestra. When tuning 
up they do not play in unison but, once the whole or- 
chestra is well on its way, the wing music is in perfect 
time, as if some insect conductor were wielding an 
expert baton. Sometimes a careless fiddler may lose 
his rhythm, but he soon gets back into the swing again. 
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As summer draws to a close, the katydid swing 
bands add their music to the broadcast. Their theme 
song is the widely debated question of whether Katy 
did or didn’t. It is strictly a man’s debate, for only 
the males have the wing fiddles. 

It is a monotonous offering. The katydid can no 
more change his tune than you can change the tune 
on a phonograph record. 

Sometimes you can make him play by moving the 
larger pair of wings yourself. Rub the delicate triangle 
at the base of one of the wings over that of the other 
wing. If you do this properly, he will sound out a 
clear, surprising, Katydid. 

The grasshopper is the hillbilly of the wing musi- 
cians. With his homemade instrument he fiddles away 
at lively folk tunes, and sometimes even darkness does 
not interrupt his music making. The meadow grass- 
hopper has a special song for the nighttime. 

The short-horned grasshoppers also have two songs. 
One is a harsh and crackling chant made in flight when 
the upper surface of the front edge of the hind wing 
is rubbed against the under surface of the fore wing. 
Some of the short-horns also play their fiddles by 
using their rough hind legs as bows on the outer 
wings. 

These are only a few of the most celebrated of the 
wing musicians that make up the vast symphonic or- 
chestra of Nature. They bring to mind numerous 
others—mosquitoes, flies, bees, wasps, and so on. All 
winged creatures great and small may produce wing 
music. At times, though, their music is so far beyond 
our hearing horizons as to be interwoven with the 
silences.—“Youth Today.”

ALL the topnotchers of those days were 
considered young at forty or even at fifty, 
ior reporters were not considered to ripen 
much before that age; and at sixty a man 
was in his prime, for by then he had ac- 
quired all the experience, the knowledge, 
and the poise that was possible to the pro- 
fession, and by that token was a much bet- 
ter man than he was at thirty. 

The truth of the matter is, I suppose, 
that those old fellows were right. In the 


absence of speed in shorthand, there is 


nothing, after all, like experience, to cover 
that lack. When 


a reporter is not writing 





against copy, but rather is reporting an 
cxtemporaneous speaker, with all the nor- 
mal faults and mannerisms of such a 
speaker, it is indeed a fine reporting ques- 
tion: who makes the more satisfactory 
report—the verbatim reporter who gets it 
all, word for word, or the old-timer who 
gcts just cnough of it to compel him to 
turn in a nicely edited and rounded re- 
port? There are many, many reporters in 
the ranks today, true descendants of those 
old-timers, doing an acceptable job of re- 
porting even in this age of speed 


FOR that very reason, it is very, very 
difficult to determine when reporters as a 
class do actually begin to deteriorate, for 
what the years take from them in the way 
f decreased manual dexterity, they have 
a happy way of compensating for in added 
experience and the wherewithal of making 
up for lost speed. Yet there is a time when 
every reporter himself knows that his pow- 
ers are beginning to fail. He doesn’t ob- 
serve it so much in his everyday work, 
which, on the whole, grows easier for him 
as the years advance, but now and then, 
when the case is important and the emer- 
great, he sometimes 
that something is different. 

Perhaps he experiences no especial diffi- 
culty—the outlines may flow as effortless- 
ly from his pen as usual, and they are just 
as readable—but there is something lost. 
Is it that he grows tired more quickly? 
Why does that witness have to talk so 
interminably, when a short categorical an- 
swer would be much more impressive to 
the jury? Why must the judge always 
have to explain every ruling he makes; 
and why do counsel indulge in such sense- 
less colloquy ?

ALL the time he is probably writing it 
down in as good penmanship as he ever 
displayed in his life; but why should he 
have to work so hard to keep pace with 
the atrocious speaking habits of such idi- 
otic people? He is tempted to leave out 
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and modify a clause here and there, drop 
an occasional “irrelevant” or “immatcrial.” 


and he does, not because he cannot get it, 
but what is the use of it all? It is a pocr 
record, anyway, that is being made by the 
judge, counsel, and the witness; it will 
not serve the appellate courts half so well 
in its disjointed and literal fullness as a 
record that is judiciously edited and cor- 
rected. 

No, it is not deterioration that hits thie 
reporter first, but rather lack of interest, 
lack of that youthful zest that makes 
everything important and worth making 
that last little effort for, in order to catch 
that missing syllable or that half-heard 
phrase. It is experience and the growing 
awareness of it that dulls the edge of his 
skill, the knowing that whatever happens 
he can always “take care” of it. In most 
professions long experience and accuntu- 
lated knowledge inevitably add to the pro- 
ficiency of the possessor, but not necessa- 
rily so in a skiil like that of shorthand. 
Experience can, and does at times, by rea- 
son of the sureness of knowledge and 
ability it imparts, weaken that impcelling 
“hang on” that is one of the foun-

NATURALLY, I do not suggest that 
experience is, of necessity, or should be, 
in any respect, a handicap to the competent 
reporter, for experience scrves at times 
where speed cannot avail, but I do believe 
that it presents a hazard that we would do 
well to consider and to overcome. For in- 
stance, as a casual thought, here we are 
almost at the end of the bright month of 
June, when courts as a rule close and the 
official reporter gocs off on vacation for 
one, two, or three months. I wonder how 
many reporters will take a notebook and 
pen along with them, to practice for even 
so much as one hour a week, against the 
time when they will come back to court in 
the Fall with stiff fingers and little en- 
durance ? 

The youngsters, who are in their first 
few years of service, I have little doubt 
will; but hardly the oldsters. Why should 
they, they reason. Their ability is proven; 
they can step into court at the end of three 
months’ lay-off and take in their stride 
whatever comes. The going may be tough 
for a day or two, until their hand has 
limbered up, and their co-ordination grown 
normal, but they have done it before and 
they can do it again. 
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NOW, I do not know whether the com. 
plete forgetting of one’s technical skill for 
three months and then the recovering it 
and refining it by the hard way, in actual 
work, is or is not harmful to the skill it- 
self; but this I do know: for those two 
or three days—even two or three wecks— 
that the reporter is working himself into 
condition again in court, he is not half the 
efficient man the youngster is who, with 
less ability, has “practiced” himself into 
condition before court began. I know, be- 
cause I have tried it both ways. 

There is undoubtedly a physical age 
when nature itself steps in and slows down 
all the processes that make for both man- 
ual and mental skill, but I have come to 
the conclusion that long before that time 
arrives, another process operates, frequent- 
ly dulling the fine edge of reporting skill, 
and this is the sureness and the arrogance 
that comes with the awareness of increas- 
ing knowledge and experience.
